old,’ the Coroner continued. ‘He 
is a man of family, known and re- 
spected in the little town of Em- 
den, where the Masons used to live 
and where he has practiced medi- 
cine at least 30 years. I think he 
was guilty of neglect in signing the 
death certificate for Mildred, but I 
cannot and do not believe he knew 
anything about the manner of her 
death.” 

The death certificate for Mildred 
reads, “general peritonitis,” and 
Dr.. Allen asserted he told Dr. Bar- 
ringer some days ago when he be- 
gan an investigation in the case 
that ‘“‘the State won't accept any 
such finding as that. The State will 
demand to know what caused the 
peritonitis.” 

However, Dr. Allen has deter- 
mined that Mildred died, not of 
peritcnitis, but of arsenic noisoning. 
He has exhumed the body, per- 
formed an examination and has 
had his finding verified by a Chi- 
cago toxicologist to whom he took 
the internal organs for pathologi- 
cal examination. He plans to ex- 
hume the body of John Mason, who 
died Aug. 23, 1930, either today or 
tomorrow, and to order another 
pathological examination. Dr. Bar- 
ringer, in the death certificate, at- 
tributed this death to ‘neutral 
progressive muscular diatrophy.” 

Doctor Discusses Case. 

Following his release on bond, 
Dr. Barringer discussed the case 
with reporters. In regard to the 
death of John Mason, he _ said: 
“Several months before his death 
I took him to Dr. W. W. Cutter at 
Peoria, whom 1 regard as an ex- 
pert diagnostician. He agreed with 
me that the man was suffering 
from progressive muscular diatro- 
phy, a wasting of muscles of the 
left arm and shoulder in this case. 
Dr. Cutter recommended that I 
give him arsenic in Fowler’s solu- 
tion, which I did. 
“I gave him the regular treat- 
ment of daily amounts of one to 
10 drops. That woman accused 
me last night of giving as much 
as 45 drops. It was a lie and I 
told her so. As for the child, I 
was called in during the last part 
of the case, and I was assured that 
the treatment of another physician 
(Dr. F. E. Kelchner) was doing 
some good. I advised Mrs. Mason 
to continue it. She told me the 
child had fallen from a porch and 
had suffered injuries to her ab- 
domen that might easily cause per- 
itonitis, which I gave as the cause 
of her death.” . 
A married man for whom Mrs. 
Mason had worked as housekeeper 
was questioned this afternoon, but 
denied any knowledge of the case. 
Mrs. Mason had protested against 
questioning him, saying that the 
authorities “must not drag his. 
name into this.”’

that the deaths of Mason and his 
daughter are related as to motive, 
almost all questioning and investi- 
gation so far has been concerning 
the poisoning of the girl. Mason 
died at Emden, five miles south- 
east of Delavan, in Logan County, 
and was buried near Delavan, 
which is in Tazewell County. Thus, 
it would be up to Logan County of- 
ficials to prosecute any crime from 
which his death resulted. Coroner 
Allen expects the co-operation of 
Logan County officers in the pro- 
posed exhumation and examination 
of Mason’s body. 

Mildred Mason died Aug. 9 last. 
She had been ill since late June or 
early July and one physician called 
to treat her had been dismissed 
from the case by Mrs. Mason after 
he called twice without being sum- 
moned and sought to insist that 
Mildred be sent to a hospital. 

This physician, Dr. F. E. Kelch- 
ner, Delavan, was asked to-sign a 
death certificate and refused, he 
testified at the inquest. It was 
after Dr. Kelchner’s refusal that Dr. 
Barringer issued the certificate at- 
tributing death to general peritoni- 
tis. 

At the inquest yesterday morn- 
ing Dr. Kelchner, who has been 
one of the prime movers in the 
investigation, told of being called 
to treat the child several times. 
Dr. Kelchner thought at first that 
the case was one of appendicitis, 
he said. | 

“But the pain she complained of 
cleared up and then shifted to the 
other side of the abdomen,” he 
said. ‘It became so great she 
could hardly bear to let me touch 
her. I was very much worried. I 
wanted to get the child to a hos- 
pital where we could make some 
laboratory tests. But the mother 
had one excuse after another for 
not sending Mildred to the hospital. 
She said she couldn't afford it. 

“tT offered my services without 
charge. Still she demurred and 
finally she was assured the hospi- 
tal would cost her nothing. I told 
her plainly then that the child was 
going to die unless something were 
done. The mother took this very 
coolly. In fact, she walked away 
from me. By this time I wanted 
to get out of the case. I could see 
I was getting no co-operation. It 
was the next day that she sent 
word to me that I need not come 
any more unless she, sent for me. I 
took this as dismissal from the 
case, and I was glad to be out 
of it. 

“About a week later a neighbor 
called. asking me to come down 
and see the child. I replied that 
I considered I had been dismissed 
from the case, but that I would 
think it over It wasn’t three 
minutes before the phone rang and 
Mr. Mason told me sharply, ‘You 
needn’t come down to Masons.’ ” 

A report that Harry Mason, 16- 
year-old brother of Mildred, also 
had been ill, was indignantly de- 
nied by Harry, a brother, Robert, 
22, and Mrs. Edith Reece, 27. Mrs. 
Mason’s eldest daughter, Mrs. Bea- 
trice Seaton, lives at Pontiac, 
Mich., with her husband. 
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John Gorman, 29 years old, a 
newspaper distributer, denied on 
the witness stand yesterday that 
he ever was engaged to marry Miss 
Anna Enger, 35, 56207 Lansdowne 
avenue, who is suing him for $50,- 
000 for breach of promise. The 
case is on trial before a jury in 
Circuit Judge Hogan’s court and 
probably will be concluded today. 

Miss Enger had testified that she 
and Gorman became engaged in 
July, 1926. The wedding, she said, 
was set for after the baseball sea- 
son of that year because Gorman 
explained that in the meantime he 
would be busy selling newspapers 
on account of the world series, 
after which he would have time to 
g0 on a honeymoon trip. She said 
she made all preparations to get 
married, but when the date ar- 
rived Gorman postponed the event: 
finally he told her he did not in- 
tend to marry her. About a monta 
ago he was married to another 
woman. 

Gorman testified that he and 
Miss Enger were just pals and 
there was never any agreement they 
were to wed. He admitted writ- 
ing letters to her in which he used 
terms of endearment, but charac- 
terized his act as an effort to be 
friendly. “I scribbled her a couple 
of notes like that when she was in 
Denver,” he said. 

Sat Up Till Milkman Came. 

“Here is an expression ‘Dear 
Sweetie,” what did you mean?” 
asked Everett Paul Griffin, attor- 
ney for Miss Enger. 

“There is nothing wrong about 
that,” the defendant answered. “It 
depends on what humor I am in 
whether I call all the girls sweetie.” 

“What do these cross marks and 
the expression ‘yours forever’ indi- 
cate ?’’ 

“Just a silly ending—I wanted to 
write her a decent letter.” 

Gorman claimed he was allured 
into being affectionate with Miss 
Enger when she related some ar- 
dent love scenes she said she had 
witnessed in a motion picture. She 
told about the picture when they 
were sitting in an automobile, the 
defendant said. 

“T said to her,” he testified, “‘that 
she surprised me, but it made me 
feel freer with her. We sat until 
2a.m. Then the milkman came 
along and I knew it was time to 
go.” 

Miss Enger is the 
son born in April, 


mother of a 
1928, named 


Daniel Gorman. An admission was 


made in court by E. J. Hullverson, 
Gorman’s attorney, that Gorman 
is the child’s father. 

Gorman explained on the stand 
that shortly before the birth of the 
child he told Miss Enger he would 
marry her, although he did not 
love her, and would want imme- 
diate divorce. He quoted her as 
replying, ‘‘Once married, always 
married.” Subsequently he said he 
was threatened by her father with 
criminal and civil prosecution. 

“Mr. Enger told me,” Gorman 
said, “he was worth a lot of money 
and would spend his fortune to 
get even with me. Other persons 
also threatened me, so after all the 
threats I turned her down.% 

Denies Owning Business. 

Gorman denied testimony offer- 
ed by plaintiff that he was the 
owner of newspaper carrier routes 
worth $60,000. He said the busi- 
ness belongs to his father, K. J. 
Gorman, for whom he works. D. J. 
Hanlon, assistant circulation man- 
ager of the Post-Dispatch, who was 
called by plaintiff’s side, had testi- 
fied the newspaper made contracts 
with John Gorman, who had said 
his gross earnings were in excess 
of $280 a week.

Former Roomer Accosts Pair on 
Street After His Atten- 
tions Are Rejected.

Thomas Wheeler, 34 years old, shot 
and killed himself early today, not 
long after slaying Mrs. Blanche

Wheeler’s body was found lying 
beside his automobile in which he 
had eluded posses of two counties 
for nearly three hours after the 
Scheidegers were shot on a down- 


town street. Beside the body were 
two weapons he had used—a .22- 
caliber revolver with which Schei- 
deger had been killed and a shot- 
gun which had been fired at Mrs. 
Scheideger. 

The Scheidegers’ 12-year-old son, 
Russell Jr., who was walking home 
with them from a motion picture 
show, said Wheeler drove up beside 
them, jumped out and shot Mrs. 
Scheideger. As she fell, her hus- 
band sprang toward Wheeler and 
shouted “Say, you,” only to be 
killed instantly with another shot— 
this time from the revolver. Mrs. 
Eugene Rennicker, a neighbor of 
the Scheidegers, was wounded 
slightly by scattering shot. 

Wheeler raced away toward Ca- 
diz, 25 miles away, but was turned 
back near there bya Sheriff's 
posse, He,escaped and headed back 
to Dennison, but found all roads 
there heavily guarded. Facing cap- 
ture, he stopped his machine near 
the city, got out and shot himself 
in the heart with the shotgun, ac- 
cording to Coroner J. F. Lewis. 

Ill feeling between the two men 
had existed since Wheeler roomed 
with the Scheidegers some time 
ago, police were told by the boy 
and Charles Copeland, 20, brother 
of the dead woman. The two, both 
railroad conductors, had a fist 
fight a few days ago, police said.

Petition Says William Fox 
and Associates Hope to 
Get Properties at Fraction 
of Value. 


Suit for an accounting and for 
receivers to file suits against Wil- 
liam Fox, his associates and their 
companies for profits made in an 
alleged scheme to defraud holders 
of Bonds under a $4,550,000 mort- 
gage on the Fox Theater proper- 
ties at Grand and Washington 
boulevards was filed in Circuit 
Court today by seven of the bond- 
holders against the Theater Realty 
Co., lessor, and the Fox St. Louis 
Corporation, operator of the prop- 
erties. 
The suit was filed on behalf of 


the bondholders by John S. Leahy 
who brought a similar action last 
month. The first suit, however, 
did not ask for an accounting and 
did not set forth in detail the al- 
leged scheme to defraud. It re- 
‘sulted in the appointment of Edwin 
B. Meissner and A. L. Storr as tem- 
porary receivers. 

Circuit Judge Rosskopf received 
a telegram from the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court of Missouri today 
stating that the defendants had ap- 
plied for a writ of prohibition to 
prevent the first case from going 
forward. 

The present petition alleges that 
Fox and his associates devised a 
plan through which they could ob- 
tain the Fox properties at a frac- 
tion of their actual worth after 
the investing public had provided 
funds for the erection of the thea- 
ter. 

The Alleged Plan. 

The plan, according to the peti- 
tion, was substantially as follows: 
The Theater Realty Co. was 
formed in 1927 with a capital of 
$2000 and made the owner and 
lessee under a 99-year lease of the 
Fox properties. The realty com- 
pany caused a bond issue of $4,- 
£50,000, secured by deed of trust 
on the properties, to be sold to 
the public through Halsey, Stuart 
& Co. The properties were leased 
to the Fox Theaters Corporation of 
New York which in turn leased 
them to the Fox St. Louis Corpora- 
tion. 
The latter company collected 
rents, forwarding them to repre- 
sentatives of the Fox interests in 
New York. Umder the lease the 
Fox Theaters Corporation was to 
pay to the Theater Reaity Co. an 
annual rental of $591,500. 
The revenue earned by the the- 
ater, office building (Humboldt 
Building) and stores was more 
than adequate to pay interest and 
sinking fund requirements on the 
bonds and eventualiy to retire 
them. As a@ result, however, of ex- 
cessive prices paid for equipment 
purchased from the General The- 
ater Equipment Co., a Fox enter- 
prise, and excessive rentals = for 
films furnished by the Fox Film 
Corporation, the Fox Theaters Cor- 
poration was behind in rentals to 
the extent of $898,383 last month 
and bond interest was defaulted. 

“Specious and Sonorouns.” 
This much of the plan was car- 
ried out, according to the suit. Its 
consummation, it is alleged, in- 
volves the purchase by Fox inter- 
ests of bonds at depreciated values 
and their use at face value to buy 
oF eg properties under foreclosure 
sale. 


The provision enabling the. use 
of bonds at their face valve in buy- 
ing the properties is contained in 
the deed of trust, which the suit 
alleges contains 40,000 words, in- 
cluding ‘“‘specious and sonorous 
pronouncements designed to lull 
bond purchasers into a sense of 
security and to conceal provisions 
intended substantially to destroy 
the security.” 

The deed, it is averred, also pro- 
vides that sinking fund payments 
may be made in bonds at their face 
value in lieu of cash. 

The suit asks that property of 
the Theater Realty Co. be con- 
Served by the receivers and even- 
tually sold for the benefit of bond- 
holders. 

The plaintiffs, holding bonds of a 
face value of $13,500, are Charles 
A. Mueller, John Pohl, Alice R. 
Hastings, James Hager, Matilda 
Dreschler, Mrs. Elsie D. May and 
red Cann. They invite other 
bondholders to join in the suit.

DISCUSSES TAXES 
WITH DEMOCRAT 


Watson Tells Garner Sen- 
ate Republicans - Would 
Be Friendly to ‘‘Reason- 
able’”’ Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Sena- 
tor Watson of Judiana, the Repuhb- 
lican leader, in a conference with 
Representative Garner today in- 


formed the Texas Democratic lead- 
er that the Republican majority in 
the Senate would be disposed to 
accept a “reasonable’’ tax measure 
framed by the House Democrats. 

In expressing this opinion to the 
Texan, Watson took into consider- 
ation the fact that revenue legis- 
lation must originate in the House 
and that body probably will be con- 
trolled by the Democrats while the 
Republicans will have a scant ma- 
jority in the Senate. 7 

“Of course, J am taking nothing 
unseen,” said Watson, “but I be- 
lieve it to be to the best interest 
of the country to get the tax legis- 
lation enacted quickly. Nothing is 
worse than uncertainty when it af- 
fects business. 

Favors Quick Action. 

“I believe the two parties will 
not be far apart in their tax views 
and rather than delay this question 
over a long period I think it to the 
best interest to get the revenue 
measure enacted speedily.” 

Pending announcement. of the 
administration’s tax plan and the 
decision of the Democrats on a 
revenue bill, the leaders have not 
engaged in any specific discussion 
on tax rates. 

Increases in the income taxes and 
in the inheritance levy have been 
suggested and some have advocated 
levying new excise taxes on a 
large number of commodities. 

Representative Snell (Rep.) of 
New York said today he “wouldn’t 
be surprised’’ if the present income 
tax exemptions had ‘to be low- 
ered. At the same time, he said, 
“we've got to get most of our rev- 
enue from the gift taxes, inher- 
itance taxes and levies on the high- 
er brackets, since that is where 
most of the money is.” He de- 
clined to say whether he would fa- 
vor a general sales tax, but said a 
limited levy of that kind “might 
get through.” 

Opposes Sales Tax. 

The sales tax was opposed by 
Representative Collier (Dem.) of 
Mississippi, prospective chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
if the Democrats organize the 
House. 

“If we need more money,” Col- 
lier said, “we know where to get 
it. It will be in the higher income 
tax brackets.” Collier said he was 
opposed to any change in the pres- 
ent income tax exemptions. 
been my hope a tax increase would 
not be necessary,” the Mississippi- 
an said. “If it. is, however, it will 
not come from the little fellow.’’ 

He said a sales tax transferred 
the burden directly to the poor 
consumer. 

Hawley Voices Protest. 

Meanwhile, Representative Haw- 
ley (Rep.), Oregon, said the Demo- 
crats were trying to force a tax in- 
crease on the Hoover administra- 
tion and declared “many Repub- 
licans are falling for it.” 

“The scheme of the Democrats is 
very evident,” said Hawley, who 
was chairman of the last House 
Ways and Means Committee. 

“They want the Hoover admin- 
istration to be responsible for a tax 
increase at this time. They see the 
upward trend of business and it is 
their desire, if they are successful 
in electing a President next year, 
to make a record for. reducing 
taxes under a Democratic admin- 
istration.” Hawley opposes an in- 
crease. 

“There is a distinctive upward 
trend of business,” he said, “and I 
believe that a tax increase at this 
time may embarrass industry. I 
believe that we could finance the 
Government through the issuance 
of securities until industry has re- 
covered sufficiently to permit the 
Treasury to retire enough bond is- 
sues when business is restored to 
a normal basis.” 

Hawley said, however, he had no 
objection to the imposition of a 
gift tax to prevent people from 
evading the estate tax, but added 
a sales tax generally resulted in 
deterring buying.

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ASSERTS OLVANY FRM 
EARNED $25,000 FE 


Partner of Tammany Leader 
Testifies in Seabury Inquiry 
in New York. 


By the Associated Préss. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—James 


F. Donnelly, a metnber of the law 


firm of Olvany, Eisner & Donnel- 
ly, told the Hofstadter Legislative 
City Investigating Conimittee today 
that his firm made no attempt to 
conceal its appearances before the 
Board of Standards and Appeals 
while George W. Olvany of the 
firm was leader of Tammany. 
Vonnelly’s testimony was sought 
after Samuel Seabury, counsel for 
the committee, brought out from 
Fred F. French, wuilder, a state- 
ment that large fees had been paid 
to the Olvany firm in cases for 
which there were no attorneys of 
record before the Board of Appeals, 
The attorney said his firm made 
a practice of accepting only cash 
as payment from other attornéys 
because of the fear canceled checks 
would be used as a means of ex- 
ploiting a connection with Olvany. 
Donnelly was first questioned 
about a case in which he repre- 
sented French in connection with 
the building at 551 Fifth avenue. 
A fee of $25,000 in cash was paid 
by French to the Olvany firm 
through John N. Boyle, who was 
the attorney of record. Donnelly 
said hetdid not know whether any 
record was made in the books of 
the firm of the receipt of this cash 
payment and he admitted that part 
of the $25,009 was not deposited 
in the firm's account. He volun- 
tarily asserted that the firm fully 
earned the $25,000 fee and he de- 
manded an opportunity to tell what 
it did. 

In the face of a defy from State 
Senator John J. McNaboe, Demo- 
crat, and a charge he was being 
“framed,” the legislative committee 
yesterday passed a resolution cen- 
surfing him and ordering his ejec- 
ti from any public hearing at 
which he causes “further disorder.”

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SECRETARY HYDE OPENS LAND 
UTILIZATION CONFERENCE 


“Vast Waste of Human and Ma- 
terial Resources in Our 
Rural Areas.” 

Ry the Associated Press. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—Secrétary 
of Agriculture Arthur M. Hyde 
opened the land utilization confer- 
ence today with an admonition 
that the “pathos and problems” in 
farm lands emphasized the imme- 
diate need for a long-time program. 
Called by Hyde and the Association 
of Land Grant Colleges, the con- 
ference was a frank admission that 
too much land was under cultiva- 
tion. , 

“There is both dynamite and en- 
lightenment,” the Secretary said, 
“in the fact that there were 84,000 
fewer farms in 1930 than in 1925, 
but that there wére 15,000,000 more 
acres in crops. The 366,000,000 
acres was more than our cultivated 
area in 1909, and larger than the 
wartime peak of 1919.’’ 

The need for the conference, 
Hyde said, “lies in the vast waste 
of human and material resources 
now taking place in our _ rural 
areas.” A start must. be made 
some time, he said, and “no pro- 
gram which we can conceive will 
immediately cure the present 
emergency. But the present emer- 
gency emphasizes the need for a 
start.” 

Whatever recommenéations were 
forthcoming from the land confer- 
ence were expected to form the 
groundwork for state and national 
legislation to remedy over-produc- 
tion, fafm abandonment and the 
maladjustment of crops.

He and Man Convicted of Burg- 
lary, for Whom He Testi- 
fied, Are Accused. 


George Aldridge, a boxmaker, 
808 Hickory street, who testified 
yesterday at Belleville as an alibi 
witness in a burglary trial, was ar- 
rested an hour after he left the 
witness stand on a warrant charg- 
ing him with perjury.

Jan. 7 and was there the entire 
day at work when he said he had 
been on the hunting trip. 

The facts were presented to Cir- 
cuit Judge Henry G. Miller, who 
ordered a warrant sworn out. 
Aldridge was arrested on the Free 
Bridge by police who § identified 
him by the license number of the 
car. He was taken to Belleville to- 
day and the time card records of 
the box company were taken to the 
court to be presented in evidence. 

Aldridge was put on the stand 
again today and identified the 
time card which showed he had 
worked the entire day on Jan. 7. 
“You said that you were certain 
yesterday that you had been hunt- 
ing on Jan, 7,’ Lindauer told him. 
“What do you say now?” 

“I must have been mistaken,” 
Aldridge replied. “It was probably 
on the Saturday before that that 
we went hunting.”

VIEWS OF RESERVE AT 


Majority in Poll Favor Liberals 
ization of Rediscount 
Rules,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Banx 


Commissioners in a majority of the 
states have informed Senator Vah- 
dénberg that they approve liberal- 


ization of the Federal Reserve act. 

This was the result made public 
today by the Michigan Senator of 
a poll made with the co-operation 
of Bank Commissioner Reichert of 
Michigan, 

The proposals submitted were: 

To admit to rediscount certain 
bonds and warrants of states, coun- 
ties and cities, and other tax dis- 
tricts, and to ctéate under proper 
safeguards a temporary emergency 
rediscount privilege covering any 
sound assets in a solvent bank. 

Bank Commissioners voted yes 
in 25 states while six approved with 
reservations. Four voted yes on 
part of the proposal and no on the 
other part. New Jersey, California 
and Minnesota réjected the plan 
and 10 states wére noncommittal 
or did not reply. 

Vandenberg said the poll “un- 
assailably reflects the opinion of 
the country that the credit base of 
the Federal Reserve system should 
be conservatively broadened. 

“Many dependable analysts have 
told me that the existence of the 
emergency clause alone would have 
saved much of the trouble through 
which we have passed. The Na- 
tional Credit Corporation has served 
to stop the stampede of needless 
fear which has done uncalculable 
damage to the country: If we now 
carry the same credit philosophy 
into the Federal Reserve itself it 
ought to stabilize a surge of con- 
fidence.” 


RADIO, PHONE RECEPTION 
IMPROVED BY NEW DEVICE 


Iron-Nickel Alloy Acquires and 
Loses Magnetism at Once, 
Tests Show. 

By the Associated Press. 
CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 19. —A 
bar of iron-nickel alloy was mad2 
to do tricks here yesterday in a 
demonstration of its new uses in 
improving radio, cable and tele- 
phone reception. 
In the hands of T. H. Wicken- 
den of the development research 
department of the International 
Nickel Co., it was held in the air 
and turned parallel with the earth’s 
magnetic lines of force. 
Instantly the metal became mag- 
netic, able to pick up large pieces 
of iron. Then Wickenden turned 
it through a right angle, perpen- 
dicular to the earth’s lines of force. 
The pieces Of iron dropped off. 
The alloy had lost its magnetism. 
Wickenden sald this property 
probably was due to a greater 
looseness of the atoms in the alloy 
as compared with those.in other 
maghetic metals. y 
Builders of radio transformers 
are taking advantage of this prop- 
erty by putting iron-nickel alloy in 
transformer cores, so the radio cir- 
cuits will respond more easily to 
minute changes in sound and bring 
out more distinctly the finer shad- 
ings of music. Trattsoceanic cables 
are being wrapped with strips of 
the métal to keep Out stray induc- 
tion currents.

STATE INSURANCE POST 


To Practice With Father — 
Reserves Statement on At- 
torney-Generalship. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 19.— 
Joseph F, Holland, Deputy Super- 
intendent of Insurance, last night 
announced his resignation, effective 
Dec. 31, to enter the practice of 
law in St. Louis with his father, 
Matt J. Holland. He will be suc- 
ceeded by A. C. Martin of Kahoka, 
chief fire insurance examiner of 
the department and formerly Dep- 
uty Finance Commissioner. 

As deputy superintendent, Hol- 
land had charge of the securities 
deposited by insurance companies 
for the protection of policy holders, 
the amount exceeding $80,000,000, 
and, in addition to cleaning out a 
large volume of undesirable securi- 
ties which had accumulated in the 
course of years, enforced regula- 
tions under which no. securities 
which did not meet the full tech- 
nical requirements of the law were 
accepted. : 

The recent indictment of Jerome 
B. McCutchan of St. Louis and 
Darby Day of Chicago in Federal 
Court in Kansas City resulted from 
Holland’s discovery of an offering 
to the department of mortgages on 
Southeast Missouri land which 
were held by him to be for much 
more than the actual value of the 
land. 


In announcing his resignation,

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Holland referred to reports that he 
would be a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for Attorney- 
General in 1932. He said he was 
not ready to say whether he would 
be a candidate. 

“That shall be a matter that time 
and my friends shall determine,” 
he said. “However, I believe that 
thé duties of an official of the 
State Insurance Department are 
such that no member of its staff 
should even consider a race for 
public office while a rember of 
its personnel. 

“My withdrawal to private prac- 
tice will enable me to resolve the 
question of my candidacy without 
doing violence to the high require- 
ments that are expected of and in- 
cumbent upon one charged with 
the supervision of sacred trust 
funds. That duty should have the 
entire time of any decently sincere 
public officer, and it has always 
had my complete attention. The 
department has escaped criticism 
in the time I have had the priv- 
ilege of serving in it. I wish for 
its members a continuance of a 
record, not merely free from criti- 
cism, but meriting definite public 
confidence.”

Censorship Fog Lifting.

So far as 
Russia itself is concerned, Bolshe- 
vik propaganda covers the country 
like a fog.

Al- 
though the Soviet leaders are just 
beginning to let their own people 
know what is going on in the 
outside world, they have no ob- 
jection now to foreign observers 
inspecting what they have ac- 
complished during their 14 years 
of power. The writer has heard 
of only one case this year i. which 
the Russians were reluctant to have 
an industrial plant visited. The 
doors tucre were «pened after the 
visitors went to higher authorities 
with their request. 

Before the war, Russia was an 
unknown country. Russian novels 
reflected the dreamy idealism and 
mysticism of their writers rather 
than the true temper ofthe masses.

The Rus- 
sian censorship is said by informed 
correspondents to be less drastic 
than that imposed by another dic- 
tator, Mussolini in Italy. The cen- 
sorship in Russia, like all censor- 
ships, is stupid and bureaucratic, 
but it is not vicious. It applies 
only to telegraphic communications 
and not to mailed stories, although 
mailed communications have been 
known to be held up. Some writ- 
ers have been barred from Russia, 
but the Soviet leaders have insisted 
that these writers or representa- 
tives of the same publications have 
distorted facts or are personally ob- 
noxious. 

'. Correspondents in Moscow say 
that the censorship causes them 
Iittle trouble so far as the news 
itself is concerned. Newspaper 
men object to cénsorship of any 
kind, whether it is on a President’s 
good-will tour or in Soviet Russia 
or Italy.. Even the most liberal 
censorship carries with it the im- 
plied power to poison news.

LIQUOR SALES TAX IN CANADA 


Delegation Led by Hearst Inquires 
in Ottawa About Various 


Levies.

OTTAWA, Ont., Nov. 19.— 


Methods of taxing alcoholic bever- 
ages and other products occupied 
the attention yesterday of the party 
of American Senators and Con- 
gressmen studying sales tax sys- 
tems in Canada.

Figures on the amount of rev- 
enue derived from the sales tax on 
liquor will be made available for 
the party’s study, said E. B. Rych- 
man, Minister of National Revenue. 

The party was told no tax was 
collected on power, the hydro-elec- 
tric projects being operated on a 
public ownership plan. A sales 
tax is levied by Canada, however, 
on newspapers and newspaper ad- 
vertising. 

The Legislators learned a four 
per cent tax was levied from the 
manufacturer on all goods in Can- 
ada, with exemptions provided on 
certain foodstuffs and specified im- 
plements used in primary indus- 
tries.

BIRTH CONTROL STUDY DELETED 


Connecticut League of Women Vot- 
ers Excludes Topic.

WATERBURY, Conn., Nov. 19.— 
The Connecticut League of Women 
Voters today voted, 67 to 49, to 
delete the subject of birth control 
from its study program for the 
coming year. 

Mrs. Frank P. McEvoy, wife of 
Judge McEvoy of the Superior 
Court, yesterday announced she 
would resign from the league if 
this subject were included in the 
program. Mrs. Charlotte Perkins 
Gilman of Norwich, author, charged 
during today’s discussion that an 
attempt was being made to intimi- 
date the league and prevent free | 
intellectual activity. 


Chairman Says It Is Natural Mo- 
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Would Divide Income With Weaker Systems 
Through Loans Rather Than Gifts— 
Credit Corporation Suggested. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19. — The 
railroads of the country today 
asked the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to modify its sur- 
charge-pooling plan for saving the 
credit of many carriers. At the 
same time they presented for ap- 
proval a plan for a railroad credit 
corporation to provide machinery 
with which to operate the scheme. 

Tooday’s petition is another step 
in the effort of railroads to ob- 
tain added revenues. The commis- 
sion on Oct. 20 denied a plea for 
a temporary blanket 15 per cent 
rate increase, and presented an al- 
ternative plan, unique and untried 
in America. 

Approval was given surcharges 
of $3 and $6.a car on some types 
of freight and 1 to 2 cents per 100 
pounds on others. Major farm 
crops were exempted. The money 
realized was to be pooled and needy 
railroads assisted in meeting inter- 
est on their bonds. ¢ 

Dec. 1 was the deadline set for 
the roads to present machinery for 
handling the pool. The surcharges 
would be automatically removed in 
March 31, 1933, unless ordered off 
earlier. 

Some Executives Object. 

Some railroad executives “ ad- 
vanced serious objections to the 
commission’s plan. They argued it 
amounted to more prosperous lines 
making large gifts to weaker roads. 
It also was urged that such gifts 
would be illegal. 

The Association of Railway Ex- 
ecutives turned the matter over to 
their advisory committee. That 
board conferred with a majority of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, and the plan presented today 
was then worked out. 

To meet the most serious objec- 
tions five admendments were pro- 
posed. These are: 

That railroads should be granted 
loans instead of gifts. 

That the commission remove its 
command that surcharges should 
remain unchanged but that any re- 
ductions made after the plan is in 
operation, come from basic rates. 

That surcharges be applied to 
lighterage charges. 

That the $3 and $6 per car sur- 


charges be changed to cents per 
net ton. 

. That the commission revise its 
order barring surchages on less 
than carload freight on hauls up to 
175 miles and fixing 1 cent per 
100 pounds between 175 and 250 
miles so this section may be ex- 
pressed on the basis of first-class 
rates. 

Plan for Credit Corporation. 

The Railroad Credit Corporation, 
proposed to handle the fund, would 
be chartered in Delaware with a 
capital at the outset of $1200. 

Administrative offices would be 
in Washington and it would be 
operated by 12 directors. Five di- 
rectors would be chosen from the 
Eastern district; three from the 
Western and two from the South- 
ern and one to represent the short 
lines... The twelfth would be elect- 
ed “ta large” and would be the 
president and have charge of the 
organization. 

An indication that the plan might 
be put into effect without all car- 
riers entering was seen in its con- 
cluding paragraph, which says “this 
plan shall become effective. only 
when those who have assented 
thereto all agree that a sufficient 
number have assented to make it 
practically operative.” 

All railroads already in bank- 
ruptcy or which derive less than 
50 per cent of their revenues from 
hauling freight would be barred 
from receiving any money. They 
would, however, retain funds de- 
rived from the surcharges. Water 
carriers and such lines as might 
not be able to meet fixed charges 
even with a loan from the corpor- 
ation also would be omitted. 

“The report is susceptible of two 
interpretations,” ‘said the petition 
in asking amendments to the com- 
mission plan. “One is that the 
amounts arising out of the increase 
in the rates scheduled are * * * to 
be distributed to certain gf the par- 
ticipating carriers as gratuities, and 
the other that such amounts may 
be treated as loans. In the plan 
presented * they are treated as 
loans.” 

The petition then argues that 
gratuities are not necessary to ac- 


complish the commission’s purpose. 


CANADIAN WAGE CUT HEARING 


Railroad Official Says Reduction 
Would Save $5,000,000.

MONTREAL, Nov. 19.—The pro- 


posed wage reduction of 10 per 
cent on the Canadian Pacific and 
the Canadian National Railways 


would mean a saving of approxi- 
mately $5,000,000 to the railways. 
Vice President George Hodge ofthe 
Canadian Pacific Railway informed 
the Board of Conciliation today. 
Senator James Murdock, vice 
president of the Brotherhood of 
Reilway Trainmen, said the em- 
ployes of the Canadian roads were 
receiving lower wages than work- 
men employed in similar positions 
on Unitede@States lines. He said the 
men would not consider the “cost 
of living’ as a determining factor 
in the adjustment of wages.

Swift Action Expected to 
Halt Inflow of Foreign 
Goods, Under  Anti- 
. Dumping Bill. 


MEASURE IS HURRIED 
THROUGH COMMONS 


President of Board of Trade 
Calls Particular Attention 
to Sewing Machines and 
Typewriters. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 19.—Great Brit- 
ain is expected to begin next Mon- 
day to impose import duties on cer- 
tain products under its new “anti- 
dumping” bill. 

Such swift action to stop an in- 
flow of foreign goods was thought 
to be certain after Walter Runci- 
man, President of the Board of 
Trade, had told a friend that he 
would be busy over the week-end. 

The bill, which permits a duty as 
high as 100 per cent, has been 
pushed through Parliament and is 
expected to receive royal assent 
tomorrow. Runciman’s remark. 
therefore, was regarded as a sign 
that certain imports would be re- 
quired to pay a duty as from next 
Monday morning. 

The President of the Board of 
Trade, which will enforce the meas- 
ure, indicated to the House of 
Commons last night which articles 
were likely first to be affected 
when he mentioned that the fol- 
lowing were coming into the coun- 
try in abnormal quantities: Plate 
and sheet glass, knives, surgical in- 
struments, vacuum cleaners, sewing 
machines, typewriters, colored cot- 
tons, carpets, box calf leather, 
tan leather and cobalt oxide. 


Preference for Dominions, 

Runciman particularly called at- 
tention to the fact that 7577 sewe 
ing machines were imported by 
Great Britain during the past Oc- 
tober as against 3492 in October 
last year and that 10,594 typewriters 
had come in as against 3848 a year 
ago.. 

The duties to be imposed, it was 
thought, would vary according to 
the view that is taken of the extent 
to which the normal importation is 
being exceeded. 

But one thing seemed assured— 
the duties would form a preferance

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CHALLENGES THEORY 
OF DYING UNIVERSE 


California Scientist Finds Math- 
ematical Evidence Radia- 
tion May Create Matter. 


By the Associated Press. ’ 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 19. 
—New mathematicg indicating 


that the universe may possibly go 
on living forever was presented to 
the National Academy of Sciences 
at Yale University yesterday. 

One scientific idea for years has 
been that creation is bound some 
day to freeze up, a form of uni- 
versal death, not only for earthly 
life but for all forms of energy. 

The new mathematics was  ex- 
plained by Dr. Richard Chace Tol- 
man of California Institute of 
Technology. He is one of the men 
with whom Einstein conferred on 
his visit to the United States a 
year ago. 

The old “héat death” theory is 
based on the facts that matter is 
rapidly being converted into heat, 
light and other forms of radiation, 
and on the thermodynamic laws 
which seem to prevent a reversal 
of this running down process. 

Tolman has created some math- 
ematical models of creation in 
which this seemingly impossible 
reversal takés place. 

If radiation, that is light and 
heat, start converting themselves 
back into solid matter, the universe 
which now is running down can 
some day again renew its youth. 
In one model Tolman finds this 
mathematically possible provided 
matter changes into radiation fast 
enough to maintain a certain neco- 
essary equilibrium or balance. 

Other models that show possi- 
bilities of rebuilling an aging uni- 
verse are produced by applying the 
principles of relativity to thermody- 
namics. 

Under the new thermodynamic 
principles thus announced, the old 
law of conservation of energy, 
which seems to requife that the 
universe shall ultimately die works 
differently. 

The result, said Tolman, is a pic- 
ture of future conditions “which 
could lead to less terrifying results 
than in classical thermodynamics.” 

Three meals a day is not suffi- 
cient for the young men who at- 
tend Yale—five is nearer their re- 
quirement, Thus Dr. Yandell Hen- 
derson of Yale commented on feed- 
ing experiments. Babies, he ex- 
plained, need meals about every 
two hours.

Sampson declined to discuss the/Loss of Metal in Six Weeks 


Greatest Ever Known in 
Any Nation.

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—An 
ebbing tide of gold, greatest ever 
experienced, has turned and is 
flowing strongly once more to the 
American shore, 

Within six weeks after Great 
Britain’s abandonment of the gold 
standard this country lost $730,- 
000,000 of gold, a bulletin of the 
Federal Reserve Board said today. 
The publication described it as 
“the largest movement of the met- 
al during a similar period in any 
country at any time.” 

Yet the process ended quickly 
and a Commerce - Department 
source asserted the return of the 
fold was well under way. This re- 
action has occurred after every 
outward gold movement in recent 
years, leaving the United States 
with a bigger store each time. 

The commerce authority said the 
withdrawal of gold was caused by 
European apprehensions, partly 
due to a misunderstanding of the 
proposed National Credit Corpora- 
tion. The movement was labeled 
a “raid on the dollar.” 

Less than half of the withdrawn 
metal left the country, however, 
as $315,000,000 remaind’r in New 
York, earmarked for the account 
of foreign banks. At.the end of 
October much. of this was released. 

At the peak of the outward 
movement, sair the Reserve 
Board, the American gold _ stock 
was $4,300,000,000, and gold in ex- 
cess of legal requirements was 
more abundant than when the 
movement began: 

The loss of gold in September 
and October was accompanied by 
an increase of $390,000,000 in 
money in circulation. This demand 
for additional currency, however, 
decreased somewhat in the last 
week of October. 

The decrease, the board said, re- 
flected improvement in the bank- 
ing sentiment following organiza- 
tion of the National Credit Cor- 
poration. 

The board reported that 512 
banks with deposits of $566,686,- 
000 suspended in October, 12s com- 
pared to 305 in September with de- 


| posits totaling $237,061,000 and 72 


banks with deposits of $24,509,000 
in October of last year. 

Eighteen banks with deposits of 
$4,847,000 reopened in October and 
in the 10 months period of the 
year 220 banks with deposits of 
$126,339,000 began doing business 
again.

SPRINGFIELD, UL, Nov. 19.— 


A bill is to be drafted by a sub- 
committee of the Illinois Municipal 


League for presentation to the Leg- 
islature to allow cities to share 
equally in the three-cent State gas- 
oline tax with the counties and 
State. At present one-third of the 
tax goes to counties and two-thirds 


to the State with certain aid going 


to the cities where a State route 
goes through them. 

The league went on record as 
opposing legislation to abolish 
township assessors and collectors, 
opposing the “budget plan” of the 
Governor’s revenue commission, al- 
leging that home rule would be 
taken from the cities if the recom- 
mendations of the commission were 
adopted. The group tabled a pro- 
posal of Mayor J. H. Hallstrom, 
Rockford, that it favor the aboli- 
tion of the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission.

MOTHER who is keenly aware 
Av her two boys are not 
equally bright wants advice. |. 

The eldest child does his school 
work easily, accurately, and brings 
home only excellent reports. 

The younger one, although he 
works much harder over his home 
work, and although his teachers 
report that he is conscientious at 
school, makes only poor grades, 
which lately have shown a ten- 
dency to get worse instead of 
better. 

How can she prevent the elder 
from becoming cocksure and con- 
ceited, and the younger from be- 
coming discouraged and unhappy? 
_ In such a situation the most im- 
portant element is always the par- 
ents’ actual attitude toward the 
children. 

We are all too ready to assume 
that because one child is brighter 
than another he is, therefore, su- 
perior. 

The matter is not so simple. 
There are a great many different 
kinds of ability, only a few of 
which can be measured in terms 
of school success. 

One often finds the ability to do 
things well, to handle concrete sit- 
uations, to get on with people in 
merely “average” or even dull chil- 
dren, and these assets are not to 
be despised. 

Many a brilliant intellect, on the 
other hand, brings its owner little 
success and less happiness because 
of poor work habits and unstable 
personality. 

The most important things to 
remember, when the intellectual 
gifts of children present glaring 
differences, is that we must not 
place too high and absolute a 
value on intelligence as such. 

Where parents realize that other 
assets count, the children will feel 
it also, and there will be none of 
that mutual comparison-which is 
bound to be injurious to both.
